SENATE TAKES UP. 
BONUS BILL TODAY 


Votes, 46 to 4, to Consider It 
After Defeating Move for 


Four-Week Adjournment. 
PASSAGE FRIDAY PREDICTED 


Fight Will Be Non-Partisan— 
Farmer Relief to Be 
Taken Up Next.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—After defeat- 
ing a resolution to adjourn for four 
weeks, the Senate this\afternoon voted, 
46 to-4, to take up the Soldiers’ Bonus 
bill, which, if enacted in its present 
form, may add anywhere from, 1,500,- 
000,000 to $5, 000,000,000 to the public 
debt of the United States. Supporters 
of*the bill are confident of. their ability 
to pass tte measure. At least two of 
the “* bonus ”* Senators asserted tonight 
that they expect to pass the bill before 
adjournment next Friday, after which 
the program is to take up the Norris 
bill, which provides for a, $100;000,000 
‘export corporation to aid the agricul- 
tural interests: of the country. 

The bonus fight will begin tomorrow 
avith ‘Senator McCumber. in charge - of 
the bill. The figkt will be: nonpartisan, 
the expectation. being that Senators Un- 
derwood, Smoot and Borah will direct 
the opposition in an effort.to defeat or 
heise*eond the’ bill back to the Finance 
Committee... The four. Senators . who 


voted this afternoon against’ congidera- 


‘tion of the measure were -Undérwood.

: When the Senate convened at noon 
Senator Lodge, the majority leader, pre- 
sented a concurrént resolution for a 
three weeks” adjournment, .to begin next 
Thursdey. Subsequently, at the sugges- 
tion of .Senator’ Underwood; it was 
changed ‘to four weeks, beginning next 
Saturday. As soon-as the -resolution 
was introduced thé Senators who form 
what is known as the “ agricultural 
bloc ’’ began their figtt*’ to defeat the 
resolution. They asserted that-so far 
Congress has done. nothing to aid thé 
farmers in the crisis through which they 
passed, and that until legislation to this 
end is passed they will continue to op- 
pose any move to recess or-adjourn ex- 
cept for an occasional week-end. 

“ Agricultural Bloc ” Wins. 

Senator Norris, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee dn Agriculture, opened the de- 
bate in opposition ‘with a short speech 
end was followed by Senator Kenyon of 
Iowa, who spoke at greater length.

MAY SHOOT 5 TONS 
200 10-300 MILES: 


Noiseless and Smokeless Weap- 
on Has Muzzle Velocity Up - 
to Five Miles a Second. 


TEST IN WOOLWORTH TOWER 


Miniature Drives. Slug _ Into 
Sheet of Steel With Click 


Like a Cash Register. 


LOOKS LIKE PNEUMATIC TOOL 


Invention Can Be Used for Riveting 


Under Water and May Have 
Many Other Purposes. 


A new gun, with a,velocity ranging 
from 1 to 5-miles a second, which may 
be developed to hurl a projectile of 5 
tons from 200 to 300 miles, was demon- 
strated yesterday afternoon in the tower 
of the Woolworth Building by Dr. Mil- 
ler Reese Hutchison, former Chief En- 
gineer to Thomas A. Edison. The weap- 
on was not equipped with a silencer, 
but it was noiseless.and smokeless, and 
fired without recoil. 

Soon after Dr. Hitchison had inter- 
ested himself in the invention, which he 
predicted could find a wide range of 
uses in the peaceful arts, he was ap- 
prised of its tremendous destructive 
power by one of the most. able ord- 
nance experts in the country. This ex- 
pert was so interested. in the weapon 
that, according to Dr. Hutchison, af- 
ter he had concluded his thspestinn, he 
remarked: 

“This gun will do more eventually to 
bring about peace than the Peace Con- 
forence.. It will make war too terrible 
for nations to engage in wars.”’ 

But in spite of its potential destruc- 
tiveness, ‘the weapon was-tested yéster- 
day with the greatest confidence: in its 
safety. by Dr. Hitchison in, the pres- 
ence*of more than a score of witnesses 
in:one of the rooms of his suite, 

Qn the fifty-first floor of the world’s 
tallest building, Dr. Hitchison’s prov- 
ing grounds consisted of a box of sand 
such as he might have used to plant 
win rhentiie The box Was, placed on 
thé fl of his office, and on top of the. 
sand ica a plate of regular boiler steel 
three-quarters.of:an inch thick.. 

Sounds Like Cash | Register. 


Pointing’ the muzzle of the: weapon 
vertically downward, perhaps in line 
with the heads of scores of unsuspecting 
tenants, Dr. Hutchison placed the muz- 
zle. flush against the boiler plate, the 
same as a riveter places the-nozzle of 
his. pneumatic hammer, which - the 
weapon resembles, against a steel beam. 
A slight pressure on the handle of. the 
weapon was. followed by a click that 


}sounded something like a cash register. 


Lifting the gun from its position on 
the steel plate; a steel slug, three inches 
long and one-half inch in diameter, was 
revealed lodged in the plate. The pro- 
pec had been stopped midway on its 
flight through the steéi, its nose project-

Power Without Noise. 


‘“One curious feature of the gun,” 
explained Dr. Hutchison, ‘is ‘that: its 
tremendous velocity seenis to force a 
steel object literally to retreat before 
the projectile as if the plate were 
melted. It closes up quickly’ before the 
projectile escapes-and seais the perfora-

Har- 
vard, was released in "$5,000 bail yester- 
day by Judge Alfred J. Talley, in Gen- 
eral Sessions, after he had pleaded not 
guilty to an indictment charging him 
with failing to report to the Virginia 
State officials the sale of $359,000 in 
stock of the Standard Film Industries 
Corporation, of which. he was counsel 
arid secretary.

The Sacramento, commanded by 
Captain Donald C. Bingham, was due at 
Tampico today. from Galveston. The 
Cleveland, commanded ‘by Captain 
Edward T. Constein, was ordered to 
proceéd to Tampico from Cristobal, 
Canal Zone, and should arrive at Tam- 
pico .by Thursday. Whether = other 
American vessels are en route to Tam- 
pico could not be ascertained in any 
official quarter but it was asserted at 
the Navy Department today that: last 
night’s report that. five American war 
vessels had arrived at that port were 
wholly premature and without foun- 
dation.

State Department officials declined to 
make any comment whatever on the sit- 
uation at Tampico or discuss the move- 
ment of warships to that port. 

Secretary Denby stated that the com- 
manders of the American war vessels 
had full ‘authority to-act as the situa- 
tion might demand. ‘This authority, he 
intimated, would include such action as 
landing forces. ¢ 

Besides their regular ship’s crews, the 
Sacramento and Cleveland carry small 
detachments: of marines, the number on 
the Sacramento being fifteen, ahd that 
on the Cleveland, forty. 

Reports from Mexico City to the effect 
that five American war vessels had ar- 
rived. at Tampico yesterday were de- 
scribed as premature. The two Ameri- 
can vessels could not have arrived at 
Tampico before today and they were:not 
from the Atlantic Fleet, as stated in the 
Mexico City reports, but from the oh pe 
service squadron which is station 
Latin-American waters. 

The Sacramento and Cleveland .are 
considered by naval officials to/ be ample 
for any service they may be ed upon:

In announcing yesterday the arrest of 
five men in New York, Providence and 
New.

Both men were charged with the lar- 
ceny of $1,222 from the National Biscuit 
Company at Newark in August of last 
year, when the company’s safe was 
broken open. George Herman was ar- 
rested in this city last week and is out 
under bail on a similar charge.

| TELLS OF BANKER’S VISITS 


His Story Would Have a Bearing 
on. Charges Relating to 
. Guy Stiliman. 


‘Fred K. Beauvais, the guide named as 
co-respondent in James A. Stillman’s 
divorce suit, in which the paternity of 
Guy Stillman is an issye, in-a letter to 


days ago,/expressed a desire to get into 
the hearing of the case. 

‘““I- wish it were possible: for me to 
fet into’ this fight,’’ was the way in 
. which he worded it. 

Yesterday opportunity arose for an -ex- 
amination of the miss:ve from Montreal. 
At the same time, it was said to be un- 
' likely that Beauvais would get his wish 
to appear at Poughkeepsie and confront 
Stillman as a witness for Mrs. Stillman. 

Apparently casting ‘back in his mem- 
ory for events at ‘* Mondanne,”’ the 
Stillman country estate near that of 
John D. Rockefeller in the Pocantico 


in his letter sought to repeople the 
house and the estate in the latter part 
of November, 1917, and the early months 
of. 1918, a period considered essential in 
the fight to prove Guy lawful issue. 

In his letter the guide asserted that 
the banker had paid many visits to 
‘“* Mondanne,’’ where Mrs. Stillman was, 
in the period mentioned. In fact, as 
Beauvais described it, ‘‘a wing. of the 
house was specially fitted up for him.” 
The guide reported that once Mr. Still- 
man had spent four days in succession 
at the house. 


Tells of Trip to New York. 


He recalled, in some detail, an automo- 
bile ride which he said took place during 
the week between Christmas, 1917, and 
the New Year. On one of these days, 
Beauvais wrote, Mrs. Stillman and Alex- 
ander and Bud motc:=d down to New 
York City¥ where they witnessed .a per- 
formance of ‘‘ Eyes of Youth,’’ then 
playing. According to the guide’s com- 
munication, the party returned in two 
motors. 


in. the big house, he wrote: 

‘I recall. another day, on or about 
Jan. 26, 1917, when a maid went up to 
the room where Mr. Stillman was lying. 
in bed reading The Saturday Evening 
Post. The girl wanted to put the room 


to rights, but Mr. Stillman demurred, 
being apparently much perturbed at the 
intrusion. Mrs. Stillman was near by. 
She heard the talk, and said: ‘Jim, let 
the girl fix the room,’ and he got up 
and retired to the sitting room of the 
suite designed, for use of Miss Anne.”’ 


Mentions Gifts to Kelly. 

Othér things which the guide discussed 
in his letter included the testimony of 
some of the banker’s witnesses at the 
Poughkeepsie hearings.~ He spoke of 
Bernard Kelly, once Superintendent of 
**Mondarine,’’. who was a. witness for 
the plaintiff. Beauvais wished to be 
informed whether Kelly had forgotten 
“the suits, the gold piece and the pipe’’

-No fewer 
than thirty of-our States have clubs, 
and for regions less numerously rep- 
resented there are a Far Western Club 
and a Southern Club. Primarily, no 
doubt, the students prefer Columbia 
to, othemSummer schools. because of 
the attractions of the metropolis; their 
rapidly growing numbers must ac- 
count very largely for the more broad- 
ly national. atmosphere that pervades 
the city streets in Summertime. ° But 
the school-is valuable also as a means 
of extending acquaintance and sympa- 
thy with neighbors’ at home. Since 
the universities of Bologna and Paris 
and Oxford flourished in the’ Middle 
Ages there has been no institution in 


‘which the spitit of far adventure 


united sothappily with the cultivation 
of home ties. 

A favorite. study is modern lan- 
guages. Business men come to learn 
German, Spanish or. whatever tongue 
they stand in need of, courses being 
offered even in Portuguese. Teachers, 
who are a majority of the total en- 
rolment, take the opportunity to rem- 
edy defects in their ‘normal school 
training and to advance in special 
branches. Those who are concerned 
at the present shortage of teachers 
and the apparent decline in standards 
of equipment will’ welcome the evi- 
dence of the Summer School. Several 
of the more backward States have 
appropriated funds to enable teachers 
to go to Columbia and elsewhere, valu- 
ing both the ‘opportunity ‘tor further 
training and the contact with the life 
of the larger world. ° 





PEACE AND EXCHANGE. 

The-moderate effect of peace be- 
tween Germany and the United States 
upon international exchanges shows 
that economists and politicians aye 
thinking along different lines. There 
are differences in both camps, jin all 
countries, and the web of opinions is 
much tangled, but it is safe to say 
that the economists, despite their dif- 
ferences, are more nearly agreed than 
the politicians, who thrive on dif- 
ferences as traders thrive on agree- 
ments. High finance may differ about 
details and spécific plans,. but it is 
agreed upon, the main point that poli’ 
tics and resolutions are no specific for 
present troubles. The World War 
ended long ago, and in practical ef- 
fect the war between Germany and 
the United States ended then. 

The ‘declaration of peace this week 
alters only’ the political situation, not 
the economic or financial. . Our ex- 
changes with Gertany: did not await 
the declaration-of peace. Comparisons 
of our trade with Germany during the 
war are worthless. 
then was"practically nothing, and the 
gains since then are in fabulous per- 
centages. The ‘true comparison 1s 
with pre-war years. Before the war 
our exports to Germany ranged below 
$352,000,00C, and the records. of the 
incomplete current year indicate that 
our exports will exceed ..that. by 
one or two score millions. With- 
out the peace Germany was trad- 
ing with us on a scale ranking 
below only England and France. 
The import showing is less*favorable, 
there. being .a loss somewhat larger 
than the gain. in exports. The figures 
are incomplete and unofficial, but our 
premier bank has calculated that, the 
aggregate trade with Germany, both 
ways, will be within $100,000, 000 -of 
the best record. No ‘calculation. of 
volume of, trade is available, and the 
figiires must bd taken ‘with allowance 


‘for price differences in both countries. 


This being, the record of the com- 
mercial. exchange during ‘‘ war,”’ 
there is little _Poom left: for improve- 
ment in peace, “and our Congress -is 
doing its best to block that. It is 
not. knowrk how Germany settled its 
bills, nor how we collected ours. The 
decrease in* our imports shows" ‘how 
baseless was ‘the fear of a flood of 
imports” from a country: which has. so 
much greater neéd and obligation to 
‘export.to other ¢reditors with a liti- 
gated claim ahead’of our commercial 
claims. Yet Congress is proposing to 


‘add hindrances to the trade which is

Economists 
know that they are interdependent,

The. International Reform Bureau 
is.as powerful and majestic as the 
Three Tailors of Tooley Street were; 
but it has some local help, and there 
is in. every State a nucleus of well- 
meaning pragmatical persons who find 
the leisure and the money to inter- 
fere with. the habits and diversions of 
their less gifted fellow-citizens. ‘Be- 
fore it tries to protect superfluously 
the morals of the people, New Jersey 
should protect their property and lives 
and those of the unfortunate outland- 
ers who have to travel on its roads 
for théir business or pleasure, Near 
Newton in. mid-June six masked, 
armed bandits held a motor truck 
in a lonely spot, m€rdered one man, 
left two others bound and gagged, and 
made off with $20,000 worth of silk. 
On July 1, near Metuchen, two trucks 
bound for this city from Philadelphia 
were held up and robbed of $80,000 
worth of merchandise. 

Today armed ‘‘ convoys ’’ will begin 

to accompany motor truck ‘ fleets ’’ 
on the Lincoln Highway between New 
York and Philadelphia. The danger 
spots on this are in New Jersey. The 
crimes of bandits in New Jersey have 
made this armed protection necessary. 
New Jersey must be proud of herself. 
Not by her laws and authority and 
public force, but by outsiders licensed 
to carry arms is the traffic‘on a great 
thoroughfare safeguarded. The State 
is full of sequestered and unfrequented 
districts that invite crimé; and the 
exploits -of : resolute . Jersey _ highway- 
men are too vivid in the memory to 
enable automobilists, venturing into 
the State, to shake off a certain‘ner- 
vousness. The bill for a State Con- 
stabulary' was .passed : last Spring. 
When that: force will come out of its 
paper existencé who knows? Appar- 
ently not this year. 
The highly intelligent system of re- 
prisals against Jersey motorists in 
New York:and New York motorists in 
New Jersey has been suspended, we 
believe, whether or not subject. to re- 
sumption. At any’ rate, instead of 
vexing extra-State motorists; New 
Jersey -shotild give them better pro- 
tection,. and, instead of wasting time 
on the abraded sensibilities of the In- 
ternational Reform League, it should 
make its roads safe for all travelers 
arid ‘traffic. 











THE NEW IRISH HOPE. 

Signs of promise in Ireland have 
proved delusive too often to warrant 
great confidence in those at present 
visible. Yet things look undoubtedly 
better. A virtual truce is in effect. 
Negotiations tripartite in character 
are afoot. .D& VALERA has been con- 
ferring with the leading. Unionists of 
the South. of Ireland, and is evidently. 
anxious to consult with the represen- 
tatives of Ulster. Perhaps. more sig- 
nificant than anything else, General 
Smuts has gone to Dublin. He would 
not have done this without the full 
approval of the British Government. 
And he must have had from . pe 
VALERA assurances Of being willing at 
least to discuss the plan.of an Irish 
Dominion government within’ the.em- 
pire. For Premier Smuts has made 
it plain that he would never favor-an 
absolutely indepéndent Ireland.

In the present condition of the public 
finances of either, needless expendi- 
ture upon the navy would. be little 
short of criminal.

With the 
British attitude now so plainly recep- 
tive, a move by the American Gov- 
ernment is almost imperative. Per- 
haps the first diplomatic steps have 
already been taken. This seems to be 
implied in the guarded statement by 
Ambassador Harvey that the smooth- 
ing away of all causes of anxiety in 
the Pacific might be nearer than peo- 
ple suspected. If this'is true, it would 
mean a joint agreement between this 
country, England and Japan. How- 
ever that may be, Lord Les has flung 
the door wide open.

Deductions from the 
Nothing Sure ‘‘ wet parade"’ could 
Except have been diawn pan 

’ safely if the day 
the Weather. not been so hot and 
humid as to daunt all except the most 
violent foes of prohibition or the keenest 
sufferers from it as they thought of’ 
marching for miles through the stearh- 
ing streets. There never was a chance, 
of course, that the confidently. an- 
nounced. prophecies of the organizers of 
the parade would be realized even half, 
as to numbers, ‘but there would have 
been more marchers if the weather had 
been more favorable to that method of 
expressing an opinion and. advancing. a 

cause. : : 

As it was, only about as many turned 
out as could be collected, on a cooler 
day from the population of New York 
and its suburbs to demonstrate for or 
against anything that human ingenuity 
could suggest. The dry faction, there- 
fore, should not exult too loudly over 
the fact that fewer than 15,000 paraders, 
instead of half a; million or so, turned 
‘out, while the wet one, on the other 
hand, would have been better advised 
if, instead of claiming, to their own 
knowledge falsely, that 100,000 were in 
line, they had explained why there were 
only about a sixth as many. 

One serious mistake made by the drys 
is that of condemning the parade as a 
rebellion against the law and an incite- 
ment to its violation. It was nothing 
of the kind,. but an entirely legitimate 


method of expressing discontent with.

ments and negotiate all kinds of loans 
into the United States. This:no doubt 
will take a considerable tfme to regulate 
the debts. I do not think Wall Street 
will suffer much from this position, for 
money wiil constantly be coming into the 
country, strengthening Wall Street, and 
new foreign loans, giving. work, to be 
placed. - On the other hand, the manu- 
facturers: and workmen will be most 
hardly hit. by the higher tariffs, and 
some will produce the reverse from what 
is ihtended. Do not forget that the posi- 
tions have quite changed during the war. 
The United States have been -manu- 
facturing quantities of wares as never 
before and are .now. equipped to con- 
tinue:to do so, and it has therefore come 
in a position to export its overproduc- 
To succeed tn this you/will have 
to compete with the European manu- 
facturers who work undér the favorable 
conditions of lower wages and exchange. 
quotations. The more difficulties there 
are put in the way of Europe to pay off 
its debts to the United |States in wares 
and the more years it takes, the longer 
you will have the disadvantage of the 
high quotation of the dollar, preventing 
Europe from buying our products. 

Higher tariffs produce higher produc- 
tion cost,’ giving. the workmen more 
wages and the manufacturers a larger 
profit. This looks, of course, very fine, 
but it produces a higher cost of living, 
and this is exactly ‘what we want to 
avoid under the existing circumstances. 
In order. to keep up the competition still 
greater efficiency, and especially the 
doing away with all kinds of waste, is 
wanted. 

The idea of protection of industry by 
high ‘tariffs was more or less right’ up 
till about the war, in order to develop 
same, but since that time it has devel- 
oped itself enormously.. Against the ad- 
vantages, there is the drawback that 
higher prices were produced. by “cutting 
out« European competition to a certain 
extent. This system is all right as long 
as you can dispose of your products in 
your own country, but will not do for 
the now existing condition of overproduc- 
tion. Since the war conditions have 
changed fo such a considerable extent 
that the United States will have to “do 
everything to reduce wages, production 
cost and high cost of living in order to 
get rid of the considerably larger pro- 
duction during the last years and be 
able to compete and retain the position 
we have conquered ‘in the world’s trade.

Radical or Liberal? 
To the Editor of The New York. Times: 

A few weeks ago the country, especially 
this part of it, was quite startled at the an- 
neuncement that Frank nenbaum, —the 
erstwhile I. W. W-~ revolutionist, had gradu- 
ated from.

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Mueh iis been said about a political 
party of only 600,000 members in Russia 
being able to impose its political “will 
upon: a population of. 140,000,000 of peo- 
ple. But this is not strange when we 
consider the difficulty of marshalling 
the political power of the peasants, both 
on account of their geographical distri- 
bution over’ a vast territory, and also-on 
account of their indifference and igno- 
rancéxin relation to what is going on in 
Moscow. .As in China the ideology of 
the agrarian population of. Russia does 
not embrace the idea that they are con- 
cerned: with the central. governmental 
establishment, so long as it does not in- 
terfere with their local affairs. 

In such a country a small political 
party thoroughly organized and 
competently managed, supported by an 
efficient army, may for an indefinite 
period maintain an autocratic central 
government, In_ spite of oppression 
which constantly kept many of the en- 
lightened elements of the population in 
a revolutionary state of mind, the Rus- 
sian Czars through a _ well-organized 
bureaucracy and a large army, were 
able during hundreds of years of mis- 
government, to retain their supremacy. 
It fs not very strange, therefore, that by 
means of the Red army, the Communist 
Party. and the complacency of the 
peasantry, the Bolsheviki ‘have been} 
able to maintain themselves in power. 

William ‘Dittman quotes in Fretheit,: a 
German Independent Socialist daily, of 
Aug. 31 and Sept. 1, 1920,/the last offi- 
cial statement of the Central Committee 
of the Communist Party, from w it 
appears that the party consists of 604,- 
C00 members, ‘‘ of whom only 70,000 or 
11 per cent. were actually warkingmen’ 
employed in manual labor. Of the other 
89 per cent., 36,000, or 6 per cent., were 
party officers; 12,000, or 2 per cent., 
were trade union and co-operative so- 
ciety officers ; -162,0000, or 27 per cent., 
were military officers and soldiers; 318,- 
000, or 53 per cent. were employed in 
Government or municipal offices, and 
6,090, or 1 per cent., were engaged in 
commercial duties.’’ 

That the party has-become an army 
of bureaucrats is shown. by the fact that 
while in Moscow there are not more than 
100,000 workmen, there are 230,000 Gov- 
erhment officials. 

The most trusted adherents of the 
Communist Party are infiltrated in the 
Red army, among the industrial classes 
and among other groups. where counter- 
revolution is feared. They constitute 
@ great secret service conveying with 
promptitude information of any incipient 
rebellion. Practically speaking, the 
party amounts to an enlarged oligarchy. 
It does not- represent the industrial 
masses, Few of, its members are én- 
gaged in manual jabor, and fewer: still. 
are peasants. 

In the last Congress of the Communist 
Party, there was the following ‘* class 
grouping,’’ viz.: ‘* 271 workers, 51 per 
cent.; 129 intellectuals, 23 per cent.; 
employers, in the Soviet service, 65, 12 
per: cent.; 44 artisans, -) per cent.; 24 
peasants, 5 per cent.’’ Raviets Russia, 
rAug. 21, 1920.) F 

Trotzky discloses how. the Communist 
Party has maintained its control. In 
December, 1919, in a report to the 
Seventh Congress of Soviets, he. points 
out that the number of. the Communist 
‘Party in the army was about ten thou- 
sand, and that ‘‘ the respectable posts of 
commissaries are occupied by them in the 
overwhelming majority of instances.” 
In each régiment. there is a com- 
munist group and ‘* when conditions be- 
‘come unfavorable in a given division, the 
commanding staff appeals to the Revolu- 
tionary Military Soviet with a request 
that a group of communists be sent 
down.” — 

The Red army. {s said to number all- 
told about two millions of men, although 
gome accounts make the. number a mil-' 
lion more. It has been under admirable 
discipline and--led by: most competent 
officers. While the army ts recruited by 
a system of enforced enlistment, there 
is said also to be a considerable number 
of voluntary recruits. The thing’ which, 
more than anything else, has facilitated 
recruiting is that service in the Red 
army is one of the best/ways. for escap- 
ing the rigors of daily life under Bol- 
shevism. Members of the Red army re- 
ceive much higher pay than any other 
class except experts. While the disci- 
pline is rigorous, life in the army is 
more comfortable than that in any other 
class of Russian citizens, except perhaps 
among the peasants. Futhermore, the 
right of franchise has been so adjusted 
that members of the Red army have @ 
greater proportionate representation in 
the Soviets than the peasants or any 
other class.. Generals and lesser. offi- 
cers in the Czar’s army practically ‘had 
to choose whether to become exiles from 
their native country, or to contribute 
their. services. to the Red army. <A great 
number chose. to ‘continue their profes- 
sion ig. their native country. And ser- 
vice.in the army has péen: possible with a 
minimum of knowlédge of or contact with 
the. extreme theories embodied in the 
Bolshevist Constitution:and decrees. Evi-

CHART NATIONAL AIRWAYS. 


But Army Air Sérvice Needs Funds 
to Put System in. Effect. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—A system of 
model airways, covering the entire con- 
tinent, is planned by the Army Air Ser 
vice for the use’ of all operators or 
owners of aircraft. It contemplates -va- 
rious chains of well-organized landing 
fields, -suppleménted by frequent emer- 
gency fields and identification markerS 
connecting the principal cities. 

Because of the lack of appropriations 
from the Federal Government, air ser- 
vice officials said today, it was their 
purpose to appéal to the Chambers of 
Commerce, aerial clubs and civic or- 
ganizations to assist in creation of the 
airways. The Boy Scouts organization 
alfeady. has pledged its co-operation, it 
was stated, and will construct identifi- 
cation markers, guard wrecked planes, 
submit monthly reports on emergefcy 
landing field conditions, and generally 
assist aviators in trouble. 

The plan calls for the first of the 
model airways between Washington and 
Dayton, Ohio, with five main stations, 
ten. subsidiary ‘stations and twenty 
emergency fields. These will be- di- 
vided among Leesburg, Va.; Charles- 
town, Pawpaw, Moundsvilie and. Mor- 
gantown, W. Va.; Cumberland. Frost- 


burg and Oakland, Md.; Point Marion, 
Smithfield and Waynesburg, Pa.; Pleas- 
ant iy. Cambridge, Zanesville, “Colurn- 
bus, pringfield and = Dayton, Ohio. 
Each main station will be pr tovided with 
a municipal landing field, wireless and 
telephone equipment and a meteorolog- 
ical station which wil] forecast weather 

conditions and wind directions and dis- 
seminate such information to the fliers 
alone, the route. .

Crowd by Which French Major 
Had Been Killed Was Dis- 
persed After Casualties. 











MAJOR SMOT FROM BEHIND 


Palnful Impression. in Paris Caused 
by Incident In Beuthen the Day 
the French Left It. 


PARIS, July 5 (Associated Press).— 
The killing of Major Montaliéres of the 
French Army ‘during a hostile demon- 
stration by the German population of 
Beuthen, Upper Silesia; reported in For- 
eign Office advices, has. created a most 
painful impression in French official 
circles, it was indicated in these circles 
today. 

The reported killing eccarred after 
the Poles had withdrawn from the town 
under the evacuation agreement.. The 
officer was in command of a small 
French detachment that had remained 
in Beuthen: throughout the Upper Si- 
lesian troubles, it was explained. The 
British troops that. were assigned to 
occupy the town had not: yet arrived, 
and the manifestants profited: by this

PARIS, July 5.—The development of 
wireless telegraphy is being actively 
ried on by French scientists, although 
the interest and support ofthe public is 
singularly wanting. 

The day after the great fight a Paris 
newspaper sarcastically commented, 
“ Carpentier gets two million francs for 
a@ quarter of an hour; Professor Branly 
—the greatest French wireless expert— 
gets 22 francs a day.’’ 

Indeed, the only attention the wireless 
has received in the last six months is 
over the virtual monopoly given by the 
Ministry of Posts and Telegraphs to the 
French Radio.

In reply to 
criticisms and the charge that the com- 
pany, which is assuming such an im- 
portant part in the national life, is large- 
ly controlled by foreign (British) cap- 
ital, the Minister replied that the con-

LONDON, July 5 (Associated Press).—

a, plece of wire to untwist, and the 
watchdog, Alphonse, to avoid. And the 
truth about Alphonse was that, while he 
barked at the prison inspectors and 
magistrates, he knew: all the prisoners 
so well that he was on the friendliest 
terms, with them. 

For. years it -had ‘happened ° that. no 
prisoner had ever wanted to escape from 
so pleasant a home. Then Hippolyte 
Jéseph Royer was convicted: of some 
small crime and sent to Nogent le Ro- 
trou. It irked Hippolyte. He was a 
farm worker and he didn’t like the lux- 
urious idleness of this particular prison. 
. Now, Hippolyte was not exactly a fool; 
he saw that it was absurdly easy to es- 
cape, but he could not. understand why 
all the rest of the score of prisoners 
did not escape, too. He asked them to 
join him, but they shook their heads. 

Then Hippolyte annexed: one of the 
kitchen knives and waited till the next 
Sunday, when one of the warders should 
‘Rave his turn to go walking with his 
best girl. It was his intention just to 
brandish the knife: at the other warder, 
and perhaps. practice a kind of Jack 
Dempsey punch if he proved obstinate. 

But unfortunately. the warder, con- 
scious of his: dignity as the sole cus- 
todian of the jail, resented the idea 
that one of his charges should try to 
eseape.

Gray Goods Prices Firmer. 
Gray goods selling agents returned to 
their desks after a three-day vacation 
yesterday to find the market firmer 
than it had been for some time.

though the buying was not very active, 
what sales there were brought prices, 
in most instances, one-eighth of a cent 
higher than closing prices last week. 
The inch 64-60s,, which went for 
cents during all of last week, fetched 
‘cents for spot delive yesterday 
and the 89-inch 72-76s brought 8% cents, 
as against 8% cents last week. A scat- 
tering of 88\%-inch 60-48s.brought 5% 
‘cents and the 89-inch 68-72s had some 
buyers at 7% cents, which exceeds last 
wee’s figure by one-eighth. Sheet- 
ings also remained firm, the 87-inch 48- 
square, 5.50-yard goods going for 5% 
cents and the 86-inch 44-40, 6.15-yard 
goods selling for 4% cents. 


Unemployment The Crux. 

A much happier view of future trade 
prospects would be taken, even in those 
industries showing greatest revival, if 
there was assurance of less unemploy- 


ment in the future. In fact, there is a 
notable tendency to consider that future 
business being transacted now is largely 
built on expectations when the element 
of employment is not fully considered. 
This opinion applies particularly -to 
sentiment in the clothing and garment 
industries. The feeling there is that 
reductions have been made which should 
encourage buying this Fall, especially 
as the retail stores are showing an in- 
creased disposition to hand along sav- 
ings to the public. Unless unemploy- 
ment decreases, however, -manufactur- 
ers are frank to admit that they will 
face -what may prove to be the equiva- 
lent of the buyers’ strike.

Washington Court Restroins J. S, 
Harlan From Action Against 
Brother for an Accounting.

WASHINGTON, July 5. — Justice 
Adolph A. Hoshling, in-Bauity Court to- 
day, signéd an onder restraining James 
S..Harlan, son of the late Justice Har- 
lan of the United Gtates Supreme Court, 
and brother of the social secretary to 
Mrs, Harding, wife of the President, 
from prosecuting a suit.in the Chicago 
Courts for an accounting against his 
brother, John M. Harlan, involving.a 
trust fund amountigg to $83,000. 

Pending the final outcome of the liti-/ 
gation, the court directed John M. Har-

HOTEL FIRE ALARMS 400. 


Guests at Marlborough Flee From 
Blaze Costing Several Thousands. 


The 400 guests of the Hote] Marlhor- 
ough, Broadway and _  Thirty-sixth 
Street, were aroused and fled to the 
lobby in scant attire, when fire was 
discovered in the kitchen at 5 o’clock 
yesterday morning. Traffic on the 
Broadway surface lines was tied up for 
about an houf while the firemen bat- 
tled with the blaze, which resulted in a 
damage of several thousand dollars. 

The cause of the fire is unknown. It 
was discovered in the kitchen by the 
night engineer, who notified Harry 
Bevier, the night clerk. Bevier turned 
in an automatic alarm from the hotel 
and sent two assistants to see that all 
left their rooms. ‘Patrolman 
Kolb of the West Thirtieth Street Sta- 
ot turned:-in the alarm ‘rom a street

Mil- 
waukee’s casualty list totaled ten, with 
six drownings, two deaths attributéd to 
heat, one death from an automobile ac- 
cident and one from a premature explo- 
on: of gunpowder. 

Philadelphia reported three drownin 
and several heat prostrations, with the 
aneet temperature of the year’ pre- 

ling. At. Pittsburgh one motorist 
‘was wounded fatally and another in- 
jured by stray bullets fired in celebra- 
tion. of-the Fourth, and three deaths by 
drowning. were reported.

If it were not for the city, 
there would be no milk farms. 
If it were not for the milk 
farms, there would be-nd city. 
So much depends on the cow 
that we would like to have the 
above facts well understood. 
When the milk farmer and the 
milk drinker know each other 
a little better, there will be 
less misunderstanding about 
this very necessary and valu-
